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Purpose

• Provide an update on the Federal Facility Agreement (FFA) 

cleanup milestones, which are updated and approved annually
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Federal Facility Agreement

• Established August 1993

– A legally binding agreement among DOE, EPA, and 

SCDHEC governing the comprehensive cleanup of the SRS

– Includes administrative requirements, enforceable 

schedules, and milestones for actions and documents

– Includes Removal from Service of some Liquid Waste tanks

– Spells out authorities and responsibilities of agencies and 

procedures for resolving disputes

• Appendix E.1 contains Enforceable Milestones for the next Fiscal Year

• DOE updates Appendix E annually and submits for review to 
SCDHEC and EPA in November

–Site mission schedules 

–Regulator-approved implementation schedules for individual 
projects

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FY 2011 Appendix E and Recovery Act

• DOE, EPA, and SCDHEC have agreed that Appendix E will 

generally show the “baseline” commitments—the commitments 

that were established prior to Recovery Act

• Recovery Act will accelerate, or has accelerated, completion of 

some of them

• No significant changes (from last year’s) will result to this

• Added milestones to accelerate the clean-up of part of C-Area (FY13 – FY15)

• Created milestones for the Fourth Five-Year Remedy Review Report (FY13 –

FY14)

• Created milestones for the Wetland Area at Dunbarton Bay (FY12 – FY14) 

• Accelerated milestones for the A-Area Ash Pile (788-A), A-Area Coal Pile 

Runoff Basin (788-3A), and Stormwater Outfall A-013 (NBN) Operable Unit

• Adjusted Issue Record of Decision (ROD) and Remedial Action (RA) Start 

milestones for C-Area Operable Unit (out) 

– Historic Preservation status still to be determined

– Continuing missions in C-Reactor Complex 

• Adjusted the milestones for the Early Remedial Action for the Consolidated 

Incineration Facility (out)
